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President's Report 


Since visual memory is short, a museum can 
serve as amemory bank of our visual heritage, 
illuminating that heritage by the selection and 
display of collections and special exhibitions. A 
museum can be magical in the performance of 
these functions, transcending the limits of time 
and culture, and bringing together art, domestic 
and international. We, the museum audience, can 
be educated, inspired, and gain a better 
understanding of ourselves and our relationship 
to past and present cultures by tapping our visual 
memory banks. 

The Art Gallery of Ontario, as measured by 
these yardsticks, performed well in the current 
year. The Permanent Collection grew both in its 
Canadian and international sections, and the 
exhibition program showed breadth and variety. 
Canadian contemporary art was highlighted by 
major retrospective shows of the works of Alex 
Colville and Murray Favro. Canadian art from the 
period of the Group of Seven was reinterpreted 
with reference to its cultural roots in The Mystic 
North, and a great period of European art was 
beautifully displayed in the exhibition of Dutch 
masterpieces from the Mauritshuis. For the first 
time the Gallery featured Ontario Indian art of the 
Woodland School with Norval Morrisseau and the 
Emergence of the Image Makers. Current trends 
in international art were examined in an 
Expressionist exhibit featuring important 
examples from the US, Germany, and Italy. 

The Gallery carried on these active programs in 
an economic climate still tinged by recessionary 
forces and by government restraint. Not unlike 
other publicly funded institutions, such as 
universities and hospitals, the funding restraint 
program coupled with inflation has brought about 
certain hardships and even curtailment of 
services. In part this has been offset by 
generosity from the private sector, which is 
manifest in donations of art, in the support of 
fund-raising for both the Annual Giving 
Campaign and the Art Gallery of Ontario 
Foundation, and in the enormous volunteer effort 
of an array of dedicated men and women who 
work in SO many ways on behalf of the Gallery. 
The highlights of some of these activities were: 


Mr. Michael M. Koerner, President, and Mr. W. J. Withrow, 
Director, study Gianlorenzo Bernini's Bust of Pope 
Gregory XV, an anonymous loan to the Gallery. 


The Annual Giving Campaign, under the 
leadership of Mr. Keith C. Hendrick, will for the 
first time approximate one million dollars; works 
of art donated will exceed that amount in value; 
the Volunteer Committee under the leadership of 
Mrs. Barbara Wilkins, through its multitudinous 
activities, once again gave the Gallery substantial 


financial support and many hours of volunteer 
work; and the Art Gallery of Ontario Foundation 
received its largest single bequest during the 
current year. In recognition of this donation and 
the longtime support of Norma and John Ridley, 
the Gallery opened the Norma Ridley Reading 
Room adjacent to the Members’ Lounge. 
Commemorative plaques dedicate both the 
Reading Room and the Members’ Lounge to the 
generosity of these special friends of the Gallery. 

The Gallery as a business is run with thorough 
and cost-conscious controls. Ancillary services 
such as the restaurants and shops carry their 
overhead costs and make a contribution to profit. 
The sum total of these efforts is that the Gallery is 
in sound financial condition. The Gallery takes 
pride in operating without a deficit and without 
debts that need to be serviced. It has a growing 
endowment through its Foundation, and owns a 
Permanent Collection which is of prime standing 
in Canada and is respected internationally. The 
ability to be able to report on this progress in a 
period of economic weakness and government 
restraint is to take pride in the Gallery’s 
management and to recognize the work of 
hundreds of dedicated volunteers. 

During the course of the year four trustees 
retired: Dr. Robert M. Arn, Mrs. Marilyn Conklin, 
Alderman John Sewell, and Mr. Vincent Tovell. | 


would like to thank them for their participation. At 
the same time it is a pleasure to welcome eight 
new trustees: Dr. Robert A. Bandeen, Dr. Frederic 
L.R. Jackman, Alderman Jack Layton, Mrs. 
Barbara J. Levy, Mrs. Joan McKinnon, Mr. J. L. 
Rotman, Mr. J. Michael G. Scott, and Mrs. Shirley 
Levy. 

Although the Gallery's Collection is essentially a 
function of private benefaction, the operation of 
the Gallery and much of the physical plant has 
been funded by various levels of government. 
Despite the restraint programs in force both at 
the federal and provincial levels, the Gallery 
continues to receive strong support and 
encouragement from governments. | would like 
to record our thanks for the support by the 
Province of Ontario through the Ministry of 
Citizenship and Culture, and the Municipality of 
Metropolitan Toronto, as well as two federal 
agencies, the National Museums Corporation 
and the Canada Council. 

As this is the second and last year of my term 
of office, | would like to express my thanks to the 
Director, Mr. William Withrow, and the 
management and staff for their help and 
cooperation. The Gallery is well served by its staff 
and on behalf of the trustees | would like to thank 
them for a job well done during a period of some 
economic hardship.

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Director's Report 


Carved in the lintel over the door to one of the 
galleries in the old Art Gallery of Toronto was this 
statement: “Ars longa vita brevis.” If we didn’t still 
believe in the truth of that maxim, | think we might 
despair. At a time when more people are learning 


that appreciation of art can give meaning and 
wholeness to their lives, the economy is making tt 
almost impossible to meet the needs of this 
growing and more demanding audience. 

As the President has noted, the staff of the 
Gallery is working creatively to be more efficient 
in every possible area, so that dollars granted 
and given to us, as well as those earned, can 
deliver an even better administration/program 
cost ratio. For example, in the past year through a 


special grant we managed to give each Division 
its own word processor thereby reducing 
redundant efforts and increasing output. Our 
energy conservation program, aided by special 
government grants, recorded substantial savings 
in the Gallery's electrical bill. Dining Services and 
The Book Shop continued to work toward 
realizing greater net Income while maintaining 
high standards. The Marketing/Public Relations 
Division was reorganized this year to facilitate 
new initiatives in increasing public awareness of 
the Art Gallery of Ontario. We said goodbye with 
great reluctance to two senior members of staff 
this year. Marie DunSeith resigned as Manager of 


Development to take up similar duties with the 
Toronto General Hospital and Eva Robinson 
retired after almost two decades of service in the 
Registration Department — the last 8 as Registrar. 

The remainder of this report covers the three 
main program areas of the Gallery: Curatorial, 
Education, and Volunteers. It does not have to be 
emphasized that without the back-up of various 
departments of lower profile such as Physical 
Plant, Security, Coordination, Administrative 
Services and Archives, none of the programs 
could have been presented. All our management 
deserves special recognition for running a tight 
ship in extraordinary stormy economic seas. 

In spite of the importance of programs for an 
art gallery operating in today’s world, the 
building of art collections remains the prime 


raison d'étre.

Acquisitions 


The Gallery accessioned over 380 works of art 
into the collection during 1983-84. Many 
important purchases were made possible by the 
Annual Giving Fund, and the collection was 
significantly enhanced by numerous generous 
gifts of works of art. The many donors are 
individually recognized in the List of Acquisitions 
on pages 10-16. 

Among the most noteworthy Old Master 
acquisitions were an anonymous gift of a large 
and magnificent early 17th-century Flemish 
painting, Christ Healing the Lame by Artus 
Wolfort, and two bronzes by Massimiliano 
Soldani-Benzi from Margaret and lan Ross. 
Important modern additions include Picasso's 
Blue Period painting La Soupe, 1902, gift of 
Margaret Dunlap Crang, and several sculptures: 
a Marino Marini, gift of Mrs. O. D. Vaughan; a 
Henry Moore, from Mrs. Harry Davidson and 
family; two works by Alexander Calder from the 
Bumper Development Corporation Ltd.; and 


Alberto Giacometti’s Surrealist Three Figures 
Outdoors, 1929, a purchase. 

The most superb Old Master drawing purchase 
was ared chalk drawing by Hubert Robert, View 
of the Vaulting in St. Peter's Taken from an Upper 
Cornice. Other major print and drawing 
department purchases include Hendrick Goltzius’ 
chiaroscuro woodcut, Hercules and Cacus, and 
drawings by Maerten de Cock, Landscape with 
Cottages by a River, and Peter de Wint, An 
Oxcart on a Country Road. Major gifts included 
the prints, Un Forgeron, 1833, by Eugene 
Delacroix, from Dr. Walter Tovell: Chaucer's 
Canterbury Pilgrims, 1810, by William Blake from 
Dr. C. Horner; Albrecht Durer’s The Sea Monster 
and James McNeill Whistler's Bibi La/ouette, 
1859, both gifts of the Dorothy Isabella Webb 
Trust in memory of Sir Edmund Walker; and 
Whistler's Adam and Eve, Old Chelsea, a gift of 
Inco Limited. 

Acquisitions of special distinction in 
contemporary international art were Anthony 
Caro's Titan, 1964, a gift from the Volunteer 


Committee Fund; a Morris Louis “veil” painting 
(untitled, 1955), and Robert Motherwell’s Open # 
in Orange, 1971, gifts of Mr. and Mrs. Roger 
Davidson, Harris Davidson, Matthew Davidson, in 
honour of Mrs. Harry Davidson; two major 
examples of the new figurative painting from 
Germany by Georg Baselitz and A. R. Penck, 
both gifts from the Volunteer Committee Fund; a 
group of four drawings by Robert Smithson, gifts 
of Rudy Bratty, Roger Davidson and Angelo del 
Zotto; as well as works by Gilbert and George, 
Jannis Kounellis, Mimmo Paladino, and Eric 
Fischl. 

The majority of acquisitions were made in 
Canadian art, historical and contemporary. Village 
of Chippawa near the Falls of Niagara, circa 1801, 
by George Heriot, was purchased with assistance 
from the Government of Canada through the 
Cultural Property Export and Import Act. Other 
noteworthy additions include: Paul Kane, Buffalo 
Grazing, circa 1850, gift in memory of Mr. and 
Mrs. Harold A. Kopas; J. W. Morrice, Faggot 
Gatherer in a Brittany Forest (c. 1895), from Mrs. 
Henry R. Jackman: a group of drawings by A. Y. 
Jackson from Dr. Naomi Jackson Groves; over 
180 works by Frances Loring and Florence Wyle, 
a gift of the Estate of Loring and Wyle; and the 
purchase of Charles Daudelin’s Nature Morte, 
1944. A number of early Gagnon and two Tom 
Thomson sketches, bequest of Mr. and Mrs. 
Stewart C. Bennett, were accepted on permanent 
loan from the Ontario Heritage Foundation. 

New acquisitions in contemporary Canadian art 
included important sculptures by Royden 
Rabinowitch, Roland Poulin, and Robert Weins; 
paintings by Paterson Ewen, Graham Coughtry; 
and works on paper by Michael Snow, Murray 
Favro, and General Idea. 


Exhibitions 


During the year, the Gallery presented an 
impressive array of exhibitions in fulfillment of its 
mandate to create a balanced program of 
historical, modern and contemporary Canadian 
and international art. The majority of the 
exhibitions, large or small, were originated by the

Gallery’s curatorial staff. The following are some 
highlights. 

The most important Old Masters exhibition was 
Dutch Painting of the Golden Age trom the 
Royal Picture Gallery, Mauritshuis, a choice 
selection of 40 paintings from the Mauritshuis, 
including works by such masters as Rembrandt, 
Hals, and Vermeer. The Art Gallery of Ontario was 
the only Canadian venue of the exhibition’s 
international tour. The Mystic North: Symbolist 
Landscape Painting in Northern Europe and 
North America 1890-1940, curated by Roald 
Nasgaard, Chief Curator, showed the common 
stylistic approaches and shared meanings in the 
landscape painting of northern countries 
beginning around the turn of the century, and 
advanced a significant new thesis about 
Symbolist art. Another objective of the exhibition 
was to explore the European roots of Group of 
Seven paintings. The exhibition was

accompanied by a major book published in 
association with the University of Toronto Press. 
The major presentation of historical Canadian 
art was From the Four Quarters: Native and 
European Art in Ontario 5000 BC to 1867 AD. 
The exhibition, curated by Dennis Reid, Curator 
of Canadian Historical Art, and guest curator 
Joan Vastokas, dealt for the first time with the two 
artistic traditions in pre-Confederation Ontario, 


Native and European, and their interaction and 
influence upon one another. It included art work 
and artifacts from major public collections in 
Europe and North America, and was 
accompanied by a catalogue. A major book on 
the same topic will be co-published with Coach 
House Press during 1985. 

The year saw two ambitious one-man 
retrospectives of contemporary Canadian artists, 
Alex Colville and Murray Favro. The former, 
curated by David Burnett, Curator of Canadian 


Contemporary Art, toured internationally and was 
accompanied by a major book including a 
catalogue raisonne, which was co-published with 
McClelland and Stewart Ltd. The latter exhibition, 
with a catalogue by Marie Fleming, Associate 


Curator of Contemporary Art, toured nationally. 
David Burnett also produced a smaller survey of 
the work of Oscar Cahén, a pioneer member of 
Toronto’s Painters Eleven. 

The Klamer family’s 1978 donation to the 
Gallery of their extensive collection of Inuit art 
formed the basis of Grasp Tight the Old Ways: 
Selections from the Klamer Family Collection of 
Inuit Art. The exhibition was guest curated and 
catalogued by Jean Blodgett, and toured Canada 
and the United States. Norval Morrisseau and the 
Emergence of the Image Makers, guest curated 
by Tom Hill and Elizabeth McLuhan, and currently 
on tour throughout Ontario, was devoted to the 
development of the work of Morrisseau and his 


impact on both senior and younger members of 
the Woodland School. 

International contemporary art was represented 
by a survey of the work of Joe/ Shapiro, from the 
Whitney Museum of American Art in New York, 
and by The New Expressionism, an exhibition of 
recent European and North American figurative 
painting as represented in Toronto collections. 

The program was completed by a rich variety 
of in-house installations and exhibitions, many 
produced by the Gallery’s assistant curators for 
the Extension Services program. These included: 
W J. Wood: Paintings and Graphics, The Hague 
School: Collecting in Canada at the Turn of the 
Century, Daumier and ‘La Caricature,’ and The 
Clichés-Verre of the Barbizon School. 


Extension Services 


During the year more than 350,000 viewers 
attended 28 exhibitions, seven Speakers Service 
events and 47 “Artists with their Work” programs 
in 62 centres, including ten out-of-province and 
five international for a total of 139 bookings. 
Northern Ontario booked 39.3% of the travelling 
exhibitions, 57.1% of the Speakers Service 
events, and 21.3% of the “Artists with their Work” 
programs. Murray Favro: A Retrospective 
commenced its national circuit in 1983-84, as did 
Grasp Tight the Old Ways: Selections from the 
Klamer Family Collection of Inuit Art. The latter 
exhibition was the AGO’s first opportunity to share 
this large, recent acquisition with national sister 
institutions. The need for small exhibitions for 
communities with limited access and without 
facilities for major exhibitions continued to be met 
by the Contact program. Five new exhibitions 
circulated in the province: two of original work by 
Canadian contemporary artists (Christopher 
Broadhurst and Simon Harwood), Rideau, 
photographic documentation, Spirits and 
Transformation, selections from a newly acquired 
gift, and a limited edition facsimile reproduction 
exhibition of Robert Rauschenberg: Dante’s 
Inferno, also from our collection. These five 
joined three exhibitions extended from the 
previous year, resulting in a total of 18 bookings 


at 13 Ontario centres. 

As one of the provincial agencies of the Ministry 
of Citizenship and Culture, the AGO provides 
programming each year for Festival Ontario, a 
series of community festivals held throughout the 
province. In the past year, “Artists with their Work” 
exhibitions were held at Peterborough’s “Art in 
the City” Festival and the Algoma Fall Festival in 
Sault Ste. Marie. The exhibition Toronto Painting 
of the 1960s was produced in direct response to 
Festival Ontario needs for the Grey-Bruce Arts 
Council Artsfest 83 in Owen Sound and for the 
Peterborough Summer Festival. It continued on to 
Windsor and, with the assistance of the federal 
Department of External Affairs, to Mexico City. 

The “Artists with their Work” Program continued 
to encourage valuable interaction between 
contemporary Ontario artists and galleries by 
stressing the importance of the artist 
accompanying an exhibition of works, or 
screening of films and videotapes. Through this 
program, contemporary artists have been 
provided with greater exposure provincially, and 
experienced varying attitudes to their work in 
cities outside of major art-producing centres. 
Exhibiting galleries have gained greater 
accessibility to current artistic trends and have 
been able to expand their exhibition schedules 
due to the extent of the Art Gallery of Ontario's 
organizational resources and financial 
participation. 

In 1983-84, 41 artists from a roster of 80 artists 
participated in 47 “Artists with their Work” 
programs. These exhibitions, screenings, 
workshops, and lectures were held in 27 art 
galleries and centres in 21 Ontario communities. 
Forty-five programs were solo exhibitions. 
One-third of the bookings were for film and 
video. 

An outdoor group sculpture exhibition On Site 
was held at the Gallery/Stratford in the summer 
months and added to the theatre season 
festivities in that community. A second group 
exhibition Contemporary Perceptions of 
Landscape was hosted by Artspace, 
Peterborough and was jointly sponsored by the 
Festival Ontario Program. 


Other Curatorial Activities 


Significant loans to other galleries and museums 
included a large group of Henry Moore 
sculptures to the Metropolitan Museum of Art; /n 
Grey with Parasol by Robert Motherwell was 
loaned to the Albright-Knox Art Gallery, Buffalo; 
La Branche de lierre, Reclining Nude, and Tireur 
d’épines, by Henri Matisse to the Edmonton Art 
Gallery for the exhibition Matisse in Canadian 
Collections; La Console jaune au violon by Raoul 
Dufy to the Arts Council of Great Britain for the 
exhibition Dufy; Two Women on a Wharf by 
Willem De Kooning to the Whitney Museum of 
American Art for the De Kooning retrospective; 
The Elements by J. E. H. MacDonald to the 
exhibition Bouquets From a Tangled Garden, 
organized by the National Gallery of Canada; two 
works by Camille Pissarro, Le Pont Boieldieu a 
Rouen, Temps mouillé and Study of A Woman 
Kneeling on the Ground to Pick Apples, to 
museums in Tokyo, Fukuoka and Kyoto; and 14 
works from the collection including Tom 
Thomson’s The West Wind to the Norton Gallery, 
West Palm Beach, for the exhibition Canadian 
Painting: The Middle Years. 

The E. P. Taylor Reference Library recorded 
continued growth in service levels, with 
collections usage increasing 15%, and the 
demand for services such as interlibrary loans 
expanding by 30%. Intensive use by the staff of 
sister institutions and by university-affiliated 
researchers emphasized the Library's role as a 
provincial resource. Acquisitions were 
highlighted by donations from the Rembrandt 
Fund (A Corpus of Rembranat Paintings, the 
report of the Rembrandt Research Project; and 
Werner Sumowski’s Gema/de der 
Rembranat-Schuler) and from the Sybille 
Pantazzi Library Fund (Ridolfino Venuti's Roma 
Moderna in four volumes, Rome, 1767; and 
English Landscape Scenery, London, 1855, an 
edition of mezzotints by David Lucas after 
paintings by John Constable). The Reference 
Library is grateful to the many individual donors 
listed on page 28 of this report: 

Photographic Services continued to provide 


photography of works of art for an active 
publications schedule, and for acquisition and 
archive records. Requests were processed for 
both in-house and outside users. Major exhibition 
catalogue photography was undertaken or 
commissioned in out-of-town locations. A total of 
936 works of art were photographed, and over 
6,555 photoprints issued. The department also 
documented various Gallery activities and 
exhibition installations. More than 400 mail orders 
were serviced, providing photographic material 
for books, brochures, posters, cards and 
individual research, along with agreements to 
cover copyrights and royalty matters. 

Special slide sets were made from the 
exhibitions Colville, and The Mystic North: 
Symbolist Landscape Painting in Northern 
Europe and North America 1890-1940. The 
department prepared more than 13,500 slides for 
various programs and of the Permanent 
Collection. 

Conservation Services carried out complete 
restoration of 15 works of art, and cleaned and 
revarnished eight works in the Permanent 
Collection and 38 works from private collections 
shown in the Gallery. More than 400 works on 
paper were matted, and about 160 hours of 
conservation work and advice were provided for 
Art Rental and Extension Services. 


Education Programs 


The seven departments of the Education 
Services Division, (Education Administration, 
Audio-Visual Centre, Media Productions, Activity 
Centre, and Elementary Level, Secondary Level, 
and Adult Programs) had an active and full year. 
Continuance of the rebuilding of the School Visit 
program in addition to successful efforts to 
increase volume of participants has led to an 
increase of more than 5,000 students, a 14% 
gain over last year’s figure. Much work by Adult 
and Secondary Level and Media Productions 
was done in support of the extensive program of 
special exhibitions on the AGO calendar during 
the past year. Notably a major symposium was 
held in concert with The Mystic North exhibition.

Preparatory work has been done ona 
symposium on the exhibition From the Four 
Quarters, scheduled early in the new fiscal year. 

A major event, particularly for those 
departments dealing with school systems, was 
the annual assembly of the Canadian Society for 
Education Through Art (CSEA), held in Toronto 
during the first week of October. The AGO 
Education Division was actively involved, staging 
the opening reception for the conference in the 
Activity Centre, and holding numerous other 
workshops, seminars, and film screenings. Staff 
attended sessions and made contacts with 
teachers and art administrators from across 
Canada. Later, in February, the College Art 
Association convention was also held in Toronto 
and the Adult Programs Department, along with 
other staff, attended sessions. Educators from 
Canadian and American galleries and museums, 
who attended both conferences, took advantage 
of the chance to visit and learn about AGO 
programs. 

Special projects included two funded by 
Outreach Ontario. The Elementary Level 
Travelling Hands On was given an AGO try-out 
and then two successful trial bookings were 
made under the aegis of the Extension 


Department in Sudbury and Guelph. 

The Audio-Visual Centre neared completion of 
a long-term project involving five media kits on 
aspects of Canadian art, with scripts by guest 
historians and slides of works in the collections of 
some 25 Canadian galleries and museums. A 
special educational exhibition called Attitudes: 
The Nude in Art was mounted by Adult Programs 
with involvement of many other Education staff. 
This was both a theme exhibition and a 
demonstration of interpretive techniques for 
delegates to the CSEA Assembly. 

Programs introduced in experimental stages 
were aimed at Primary Level school students, the 
hearing impaired and the sight impaired, and 
plans commenced for senior citizens’ programs 
in the Fall. The popular book Jom Thomson and 
the Group of Seven went into a second printing. 
Due to enormous interest from teachers and the 
public, the Canadian Art in the AGO Collection 
media kits also went into a second edition. In the 
Masterworks Series of information sheets, five 
new titles were produced, bringing the total 
number to eighteen.

Volunteer Programs 


This year a total of 850 volunteers (456 Volunteer 
Committee members, 38 Junior Committee 
members, 180 Gallery Volunteers, and 180 
Special Exhibition Volunteers) contributed time 
and energy to an organization that allows them 
the satisfaction of real participation. Volunteer 
Committee projects and programs were 
extremely active; the highlight was the special 
event and fund-raiser, the Art Gallery Ball, held in 
September. Princess Margriet of the Netherlands 
and her husband Pieter van Vollenhoven 
attended the gala before officially opening the 
exhibition, Dutch Painting of the Golden Age 
from the Royal Picture Gallery, Mauritshuis, the 
next day. The ongoing projects of the Volunteer 
Committee — The Reproduction Shop, The 
Jewellery Shop, and the Art Rental Service — 
functioned during Gallery hours. Art Rental’s 
special exhibition in May was Critics’ Choice, a 
provocative selection by six local art critics. The 
Reproduction Shop’s 25% increase in sales 
reflects the importance of inventory and 
marketing geared to special exhibitions at the 
Gallery. The Jewellery Shop continued to feature 
Canadian artist-jewellers and noted a substantial 
increase in sales for the year. 

Delighted travellers participated in successfully 
organized Art Tours by the Volunteer Committee 
to such destinations as Quebec City, Southern 
US, Charleston & Winston-Salem, Bavaria, India, 
and Ireland. Gallery Hoppings (one- or two-day 
excursions) took three trips to Buffalo, two to 
Kleinburg and Kingston, one to Guelph, and one 
to the Hart House Collection in Toronto. The 
Grange continued to be operated by the 
Volunteer Committee who organized a special 
evening lecture series, spring luncheon talks, fully 
booked school tours, and provided outstanding 
dinners and special receptions. Sesquicentennial 
celebrations in Toronto featured The Grange, 
since tt is the finest local example of a 
gentleman's home of the 1830s. 

In December, 4000 people attended a weekend 
“Celebration” at the AGO. Many staff members 
and volunteers provided such activities as Hands 


On, Buobles, adult tours, choirs, Christmas 
decorations by schools and staff, films, and food. 

Gallery Membership programs increased in 
popularity. In addition to the monthly events — 
Special Evenings for Members, Dinner Tours, Art 
in the Morning, and Art & Aperitif — a Sunday 
Start with Art program was introduced, where 
morning coffee and croissants are served, 
followed by a tour or talk. 

Special Exhibition Volunteers were kept busy 
providing Acoustiguides, selling posters and 
catalogues, and taking tickets for three major 
exhibitions: Alex Colville: A Retrospective, Dutch 
Painting of the Golden Age, and The Mystic 
North. In July staff and volunteers jointly planned 
a successful all-day opening for the Alex Colville 
exhibition. 

The docents conducted adult tours, initiated an 
evening and weekend program of tours, and 
supported the Education Department with special 
exhibition tours. 

The Junior Committee’s retail outlet, The Art 
Cart, provided children of all ages with 
art-oriented objects for under $5. Their education 
program included elementary school tours and a 
docent-training course to conduct tours of The 
Grange for preschoolers. Their Purchase Fund 
was augmented with proceeds from a theatre 
night at Theatre Plus. 

This year the Volunteer Committee purchased 
for the Edward P. Taylor Audio-Visual Centre, a 
BBC film on Vermeer, and for the Reference 
Library, an edition of The Engravings of Eric Gill. 

With proceeds from the Art Gallery Ball and 
funds allocated for acquisitions, the Volunteer 
Committee was proud to purchase three major 
works of art for the AGO Collection: Anthony 
Caro’s Titan, 1964; Georg Baselitz’s Gruppe # 73, 
Akt Und Baum, 1979; and A. R. Penck, Standart 
Sh IZ. 


In conclusion, the Art Gallery of Ontario continues 
to benefit from the wisdom, expertise, and 
dedication of an unusually fine Board of Trustees, 
regularly infused with new members of top quality. 
A high percentage of the chairmen of the 
numerous and critically important committees of

not Trustees attend Board meetings to make 
reports and to ensure good communications and 
informed decision-making. The President of the 
Volunteer Committee is traditionally a full Board 
member, while the Vice-President of the 
Volunteers attends Board meetings as a guest to 
ensure smooth continuity. To all these 
hard-working people, | offer my thanks on behalf 
of members of the Gallery and the community at 
large. 

Mr. Michael Koerner completes his two-year 
term as President and we all owe him a great 
debt of gratitude for his leadership. | have 
enjoyed working with him and | am happy to 
know he will serve on the Executive Committee as 


Immediate Past-President for another two years. 
When all is said and done, it is the staff who 
must receive the credit for another excellent year. 
The impact of inflation on our limited budget 
makes it difficult to maintain morale while 
producing programs of high standards. Under 
these circumstances new initiatives are almost 
impossible to generate. In spite of the depressing 
effects of this situation, the staff have carried out 
their duties with the loyalty and commitment 
which have always characterized their 
endeavours. For this |am very grateful and 
exceedingly proud to be associated with them.

Notes to Financial 
Statements 


1. 

Summary of significant accounting policies 
The financial statements of the Art Gallery of 
Ontario (the Gallery) present the financial position 
and results of activities within the framework of 
the accounting policies summarized below: 


(a) Fund Accounting 

The accounts of the Gallery are maintained in 
accordance with the principles of fund accounting 
by which resources for various purposes are 
classified for accounting and reporting purposes 
into funds that are in accordance with activities 
or objectives as specified by the donors or in 
accordance with the directives issued by the 
Board of Trustees. Transfers between funds are 
made when approved. For financial reporting 
purposes, there are two groups of funds: 


(i) The general funds include the day-to-day 
operating transactions of the Gallery’s 
activities. 


(ii) The capital funds are comprised of funds 
which are not available to meet operating 
expenditures. The Acquisition Fund is 
primarily for the purchase of art and 
includes, at a nominal value of $1,000, the 
Gallery's collection of works of art which 
have been donated to the Gallery or 
purchased by it. The Volunteer Activities 
Fund (including Art Rental Service, Jewellery 
Shop, Reproduction Shop, and other 
activities) is operated by the Volunteer 
Committee and is primarily for the purchase 
of art or other items of a capital nature. The 
Building Fund includes amounts that are 
designated to finance expansion and major 
repairs of the Gallery's facilities. 


(b) Basis of Financial Statements 

The financial statements of the Gallery have been 
prepared generally on the accrual basis of 
accounting except that: 


(i) funds used to acquire works of art and 
completed facilities are accounted for as 
expenditures and accordingly depreciation 
on Gallery facilities is not provided.

(i) annual membership fees are included in 
revenue as received. 


The statement of financial activities shows the 
funds received by, disbursed by or transferred 
between the various Gallery funds in the current 
reporting year. It does not present the results of 
operations or the net income or loss for the year 
as would a commercial statement of profit and 
loss. 


(c) Inventories 
Inventories of goods held for resale are valued at 
the lower of cost and net realizable value. 


(d) Works of Art 

In conformity with accounting policies generally 
followed by art museums, the value of works of art 
has been excluded from the balance sheet except 
for a nominal carrying value. The value of art 
acquired by gift during the year Is included in the 
statement of financial activities as revenue at 
appraised value as determined by independent 
appraisers. Purchased art is included in the 
statement of financial activities at cost and, 
together with gifted art acquired during the year, 
is shown as accession of art for collection. 


(e) Fixed Assets 

The land, buildings and equipment used by the 
Gallery are the property of the Gallery. The value 
of fixed assets has been excluded from the 


balance sheet except for a nominal carrying value. 


Accordingly, no depreciation is recorded in the 
accounts. 


(f) Pension Plan 

The Gallery maintains a pension plan providing 
retirement and death benefits to all its employees. 
The costs of the Gallery pension plan are 
expensed in the year premiums or required 
fundings are payable. 


(g) Grants, Donations and Bequests 

Grants, donations and bequests are included in 
the statement of financial activities in the year in 
which the designated program is carried out.

(h) Province of Ontario Financing 

The Gallery issued $12,250,000 of debentures 

to the Ontario Universities Capital Aid Corporation 
for a portion of the amount of $12,750,000 
received from the Province of Ontario by March 31, 
1978 for the expansion of Gallery facilities. 
Payments of debenture principal and interest are 
to be made by the Treasury Department of the 
Province of Ontario on behalf of the Gallery over 
the 25 year period ending March 31, 2008. As it 

is expected the Province of Ontario will continue to 
make these payments, the outstanding debentures 
of $10,736,000 at March 31, 1984 (1983 — 
$10,950,000) are not recorded as a liability and 
interest expense and the related grants are not 
recorded in the accounts. 


(i) Appropriations 

The Trustees may appropriate funds to be used 
for operations and capital costs in a future fiscal 
period, at which future time the appropriations 
are reversed and the costs are recorded in the 
accounts of the Gallery.

The Art Gallery of Ontario Foundation 

The Art Gallery of Ontario Foundation (The 
Foundation) is incorporated under the laws of 
Ontario as a separate corporation without share 
capital and receives and manages the endowment 
funds of the Gallery. Accordingly, the accounts 
of The Foundation are not included in the 
accompanying financial statements. Funds from 
The Foundation are given to the Gallery when 
approved by the Board of Trustees of The 
Foundation.

Elementary Level Programs 
School Visits: 


These two-hour participatory programs are designed for 
grades 3-8, and include a one-hour orientation session, 
followed by an hour’s tour in the galleries. Eight thematic 
programs are available, aimed at making the Gallery’s 
collection more accessible to young people. 


Sculpture/Henry Moore: Using large stretchy bags, 
children have fun exploring volume, shape, and texture. 
A tour in the galleries includes the works of Henry 
Moore, and other sculptors. 


Colour: An exciting slide show followed by experiments 
in colour theory assist students in their exploration of the 
emotional and scientific aspects of colour. 


Landscape: The landscapes of Old Masters and the 
Canadian Collection are interpreted using sound and 
creative description. 


Portraits and Body Language: Props, costumes and 
video are the tools used to help children interpret 
portraits. 


Canadian Express: Audiotapes of living Canadian artists 
talking about their work provide the focus for this 
program designed specifically for grades 7 and 8. 


Why is that Art?: By using slides to support individual 
opinions, grade 7 and 8 students are encouraged to 
debate this provocative question. 


Life-Times: An engaging slide show and an analysis of 
“time capsules” provide students with an opportunity to 
discuss varied and changing lifestyles, before 
comparing historical and contemporary art. 


The Painted Tale: Participatory story-telling and drama 
are the vehicles in this program for exploring narrative 
works of art in the collection. 


Family Programming: 


Hands On: A special program for parents and children, 
which shared sensorial exploration, welcomed over 
7,500 visitors during 1983/84. Such themes as 
“Constructions,” “Leave Your Mark,” and “Art from the 
Kitchen,” served as a basis for three participatory 
installations. Hands On was open each Sunday and 
during holiday periods. 


Travelling Hands On: Through an Outreach Ontario 
grant, a travelling Hands On package, Portraits in Action, 
was designed to serve outlying communities in the 
province. Custom-made costumes and video equipment 
were the essential tools which combined to make this 
package a viable way of bringing a “Hands On” 
experience to other galleries. The package travelled 

to the Laurentian University Museum and Arts Centre in 
Sudbury, and the Macdonald Stewart Art Centre in 
Guelph for evaluation. 


March Break: Hands On was open extended hours each 
day of the March Break. “Art from the Kitchen” was the 


theme which provided a variety of recipes for creative 
activities. 


Other Activities: 


Workshops: Professional Development workshops 
continued to be provided for teachers from various 
school boards and professional associations. 

The Elementary Education Department worked in 
conjunction with the other Education departments to 
produce an exhibition, Attitudes; The Nude in Art, and 
participated in a pilot project in programming for the 
blind. 


Secondary Level Programs 
Thematic Tours of the Collection 


These tours range throughout the galleries, identifying 
a common theme that links the art of various periods. 


Discover the Gallery: Students tour the collection looking 
at examples of painting and sculpture from all 
represented periods. A theme for the discussion ties the 
works together. 


The Debate: Contemporary art versus the Old Masters — 
a controversial discussion of the collection. 


The Language of Colour: An exploration of colour and 
its use aS a Symbolic, compositional, and expressive 
device. 


Space in Perspective: The artist's efforts to create or 
deny illusionistic space from the Renaissance to the 
present. 


Sculpture: An exploration of the Gallery's rich sculpture 
collection. Includes the Henry Moore Collection. 


Portraiture: A Mirror of Life: A slide/music presentation 
and discussion introduce the topic of the portrait in all its 
variations. The tour in the galleries is also an 
examination of portraits from the Renaissance to the 
present. 


Tours Focussing on Major Art Historical Periods 


These tours focus on historical periods that are 
well-represented in the Gallery's collection. The 
orientation session and the tour introduce the social, 
cultural, and historical aspects of the period being 
discussed, as well as techniques of painting. Students 
do not require a broad knowledge of art history to 
participate in these tours.

Students participating in these 
tours do not require an art background. 


Painters and Poets in Canadian Art: This tour explores 
the relationship between the visual and literary arts In 
Canada from the early 19th century to today. 


History through the Artist's Eyes: The orientation and 
tour concentrate on the work of art as a document of 
history which reveals the period from which it comes. 


Art with a Political and Social Message: A discussion of 
the artist as social and political commentator, 
concentrating on the 20th century. 


Tune In: Interviews with Painted People: This program is 
designed for senior students who are interested in 
investigating paintings by becoming the characters 
depicted in them. Students work in small groups to 
interpret paintings of their choice using the “interview” 
format as a Starting point.
